When  trouble  loomed  up  in  South  Africa  and  the 
call  went  around  the  tmpire  the  whole  nation  sang 
"Soldiers  of  the  Queen."  The  present  conflict  makes 
the  late  un|^e«santness  in  Soutib  Afirica  seem  as  nothing 
hy  comparison.  As  yet  the  flood  gates  of  rejoicing  have 
not  been  opened.  It  is  too  soon.  But,  notwithstanding, 
there  ev^Jent  an  increasing  demand  for  patriotic 
songs.  The  chdce  embraces  many  of  the,  stirring  old 
songs  that  have  been  laid  away  these'  many*  years. 
Many  a  drawingroom  echoes  to  the  stirring  chords  of 
"The  Death  of  Nelson"  and  "Hearts  uf  Oak."  "Kule 
Britannia,"  and  "The  Red  White  and  Blue"  these  eve- 
nings: 'Other  newer  songs,  such  as  "Who's  That  Call- 
ing?" by  Conan  Doyle  and  Alicia  f^ham,  are  also  in 
demand.  Others  frequently  asked  for  are:  "T^e  Call 
of  the  Motherland."  "Private  Tommy  Atkins,"  Soldiers 
of  the.  Queen,"  "Lajid  of  Hope  and  Glory,"  "The  Vet- 
eran's Song,"  and  "There's  a  Reason."
